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The Moroccan Crisis Again. 

A few months ago the civilized por- 
tion of the world was congratulating 
itself that France and Germany had 
found a modus vivendi for getting 
together amicably about Morocco. 
There was, or seemed to be,a positive 
menace to the world’s peace in the 
strained relations of these two great 
powers as a result of their Moroccan 
differences, and even England threat- 
ened to become. directly involved 
through her new entente with France. 
But France, in the resignation of Pre- 
mier Delcasse, and by meeting Ger- 
many half way in the preliminary ar- 
rangements for a conference over Mo- 
rocco, quieted the apprehension of an 
open rupture, at least for the nonce. 
Meanwhile, pending the arrival of 
the date of the conference, the world 
had almost forgotten Morocco in the 
excitement of the Russian situation 
and other stirring international sub- 
jects. 

Now, however, it would seem that 
the Moroccan crisis was not dead, but 
only sleeping. No sooner had France 
and Germany made their suave diplo- 
matic exchanges than they set about 
strengthening their frontier defenses 
With great energy and at great ex- 
pense. For months the Germans 
have been building new forts at Metz 
and elsewhere on the Alsace-Lorraine 
border, and the French, similarly 
strengthening their border defenses, 
have been quietly massing much of 
their standing army within striking 
distance of their hereditary foe. The 
Moroccan conference is about to as- 
semble, and if the chief parties at in- 
terest do not meet in a spirit of 
compromise, determined to give and 
accept concessions and keep their 
martial pride in the background, the 


necessity for their present state of 
warlike preparedness will be quickly 
apparent. 

The gravity of the situation is thus 
expressed by a leading Prisian jour- 
nal: 

Tuesday, January 16, 
date for France, because, according 1t0 
the present arrangements, on that day 
the new president of the repubiic will be 
elected at Versailles, and the Moroccan 
conference, the outcome of which tha 
French public rightly or wrongly feed 
convinced will decide the question of 
peace or war with Germany, is to meet 
at Algeciras. 

The German papers are very guard- 
ed in their comments on the situation, 
but if the public. expressions of the 
kaiser are to be believed, Germany 
was never more desirous of peace 
with her neighbor. Only a few days 
ago the kaiser denied even the exist- 
ence about him of a war party and 
declared he did not want war, be- 
cause, as he averred, it would be con- 
trary to his duty toward God and to 
his country. He announced, further- 


is an important 


side of the case, and if what she says 
withholds nothing of fact, it is diffi- 
cult to see where Germany finds a 
valid excuse for meddling in the af- 
fairs of Morocco at all. 

France claims a special position as 
to Morocco for the same reason that 
the United States claims a special 
position as to Cuba. In her protec- 
torate of Algiers and Tunis it is ex- 
plained that she has several million 
Mussulmans influenced by a commu- 
nity of race, language and religion by 
the Mohammedans of Morocco. To 
protect herself she must have her 
frontier respected, and, as far as pos- 
Sible, peace within Morocco. She 
insists that only to her, and perhaps 
to neighboring Spain, it is a vital 
question what kind of government Mo- 
rocco possesses, and that she is the 
one to execute any general mandate 
the European powers may agree upon. 
Just as Great Britain objected to un- 
due Russian influence in Thibet, so 
France objects to what she regards 
as undue German political influence 
in Morocco. France disclaims any de- 
signs upon the: integrity of Morocco 
and shows that although the sultan 
of Morocco repeatedly appealed to her 
to intervene in his internal affairs, 
she religiously kept hands off, not 
caring to be put in the attitude of 
interfering with Moroccan integrity. 
The French people, or a great many 
of them, are convinced that the Ger-_ 
mon emperor has plotted against the 
peace of Europe and is bent- upon 
striking France suddenly when Russia 
is powerless from the drain of a dis- 
astrous war and internal revolution. 
It is doubtful, under the circum- 
stances, if France can participate in 
the Moroccan conference without the 
supersensitiveness springing from a 
sense of wounded national pride, and 
it will take great tact on the part of 
the representatives of both powers to 
avert an open rupture. It is not be 
lieved that the French government is 
at present in any temper for a back- 
down, and Germany will have to ex- 
hibit a spirit of compromise if an 
amicable agreement is reached.

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CHANCELLOR WALTER HILL: 
SOME PERSONAL RENSCENCES 


ORB than twenty years ago the 
writer, then profressor of Greek 


M and Hebrew in Emory college, first 


met Walter B. Hill—at that time a popu- 
lar and rising attorney of Macon, and 
one of the compilers of Georgia's latest 
code. 

Mr. Hill’s high character as a man, his 
splendid reputation as a lawyer, and his 
literary ability were all conspiring to 
draw public attention to him in a re- 
markable degree. And yet he was not 
a public character in the popular accept- 
ance of the word ‘‘public.’’ 

He was not in the political ring, was 
not in office; nor, so far as the pwolic 
knew, was he an aspirant to any place 
in popular gift. He was prominent in 
his profession because of his devotion to 
hig ‘profession and because of his mas- 
tery of its principles; and because, more- 
over, of hig extraordinary devotion to a 
high Christian standard of life. 

But the writer's attention was more 
especially drawn toward Mr. Hill because 
of his unswerving championship of the 
temperance and prohibition ‘cause. it 
was an attitude little likely to commend 
him to the favor of the very much 
‘mixed’ politics and ‘‘mixed’’ politicians 
of the later ties. To altogether dodge 
this issue was the favorite line of the 
political aspirant. ‘Neuter gender politi- 
cians were thick on every side. In such 
a status it seemed most remarkable that 
a prominent young lawyer who might 
reasonably aspire to any Office in the 
state, if he would only play ‘‘mum,” and 
pursue a@ non-committal policy, should 
openly and persistently champion a cause 
most unpopular with the ruling element 
in state politics. Yet Walter B. Hill had 
a heredity which could not but assert it- 
self. His father, Hon. Barnard Hill, had 
been most active in the ante-bellum war 
on liquor. He was one of the founders 
of the Sons of Temperance order in Geor- 
gia; had been at its head, or was one of 
its chief officials, till the organization 
perished in the smoke of the civil war. 

With a high moral conscience thus tin- 
bred and nurtured, Walter B. Hill could 
not be otherwise; he had to stand for 
truth ang right,

The railroad commission is expecied on 
Wednesday or Thursday to reach and 
promulgate decisions in the class A cases 
‘in which hearings were held towards the 
close of last year. These cases involve 
a reduction in: the local freight rates on 
the Central of Georgia, the Southern, 
the Seaboard Air Line and the Atlantic 
Coast Line. The first three named rail- 
roads are now in Class C, where they are 
permitted to charge 25 per cent in addi-

Washington, January 7.—Trade bet weén 
the (mnited States aad Germany, whose 
commercial relations are now the sub- 
ject of negotiations between the two 
governments, aggregated in the fiscal 
year 1905 over §300,000,000. 

A repor: issued today by the bureau of 
Statistics of the department of commerce 


and labor says: 

“The imports from Germany were $1 18,- 
000,000 in value and exceeeded imports 
from that country In anp eariler year, 
The exports to Germany were $194,000,- 
000 in value and exceeded our exports to 
that country in any earller year except 
1904, in which fhe total was a little over 
$214,000,000, this decrease in 1905, com- 
pared with 1904 having occurred in raw 
cotton and being due altogether to a 
fall in price, since the quantity In 1905 
was greater than in 1904, Imports from 
Germany increased $37,000,000 in the pe- 
riod from 1895 to 1905, and exports to 
that country increased $102,000,000 in 
the. same time. 

“Germany stands second in the ordér 
of magnitude of our trade with foreign 
countries, ‘both as. to imports and ex- 
‘ports. 

“Manufactures are the bulk of the 
$!118,000,000 worth of merchandise ftm- 
ported from Germany. These manufac- 
tures include cotton goods, about $14,- 
000,000 in value; chemicals, drugs and 
dyes, $15,000,000; iron and steel manu- 
factures, about $4,000,000; leather man- 
ufactures, $3,000,000; silk manufactures,

There 
must be no relaxation of diligence and in- 
dustrioug effort to deserve and secure a 
The farmer 
has not yet come fully into his own. As 
the producer of much the greater part 
of the wealth of the country he is a 
“laborer worthy of his hire,’’ and should 
enjoy the substantial comforts to the 
fullest, and a fair share of the luxuries 
of life. 

It will not be denied that the farmer 
himself has been the chief architect of 
his present improvea fortune. ee 
gladly and cheerfully admitted that the 
great organizing efforts led by Hon. Har- 
vie Jor@an and his amfe lieutenants has 
been the chief inspiration to cooperative 
action on the part of the farmer. AL: 
honor to them, and may they be even 
more successful in future than they have 
been in the past. 

A fair measure of eredit should also 
be awarded to the agricultural journals— 
aided by the newspapers, and to the ex- 
periment stations, which have done their 
part in helping the farmer to farm 
ecientifically and judiciously. 

All have cooperated harmoniously (ex- 
cept, possibly. In some non-essential ge- 
tails) to produce the present gratifying 
condition of the rural industries of the 
south. 

It remains for these agencies for good 
to continue their efforts: aye, to redou- 
bie them, to the end that there be no 
backsliding into loose and slovenly and 
unwise methode and mere speculative 
farming. Of course, there are many 
farmers—thousands of them—who have 
not yet ‘caught on’’ to the better meth- 
ods and practices, but they -will finally 
come under conviction, it is to be hoped, 
if they do not die too early, and share 
in the abundance of prosperity. 

I want again to insist, as I have often 
done in the past, that every farmer 
should aim bo reduce the cost of pro- 
duction, whether it be cotton, or corn, 
or oats, or hay, or bacon, or milk, or 
beef, or whatever he produces. It has 
been found that by extensive cooperation 
the farmers may command respect and 
consideration from the commercial world, 
and in considerable measure contro! 
the price of cotton. But we may not 
hope to permanently control the mar- 
ket price. while at the same time, we 
produce as much octton as we please. 
The law of supply and demand controls 
the market now as it ever has. done, 
when no clique, or combination, or other 
unrighteous obstacle is thrown in its 
way. 

The farmers, by no sort of combina- 
tion, or resolhytion, or cooperation, can 
permanently fix a price and at the same 
time produce more cotton than the world 
needs. There is still need then for the 
continied existence and active efforts of 
the cotton growers’ associatton, and these 
efforts should receive the hearty coopera- 
tion of all the farmers 
But there are some things that tne 
individual farmer may do, all by him- 
self, or whether others do it or no. 
Among these are: First and foremost, 
the raising of needed supplies at home. 
Not everything that he may want not, 
even everything actually needed,. but he 
should produce his own pork and bacon 
and plenty of it; he should produce an 
abundance of grain and forage and pas- 
turage for his animals, he should pro- 
duce milk and butter fruits and vege- 
tables, sirups, etc., enough for his fam- 
ily and a greater or less surplus for his 
less provident brother farmer and for 
the general market. 

But there is an essential point at which 
many farmers fail, viz: the cost of pro- 
duction. It is of vital importance that 
all these things that he may wunder- 
take to produce should be produced at 
the lowest possible cost, especially the 
cost of producing cotton, corn, oats and 
the larger products of the farm. As 
an individual farmer he cannot possibly 
control the market price of anything 
whatever, but as an individuad farmer 
he may cut down the cost of production. 
This is within his power to perform, 
provided he will apply the proper degree 
of skill and intelligence and a good qual- 
ity of Judgment In conducting every and 
all the operations of his farm. 

To assist the farmer in doing this—in 
producing at less cost and yet more 
abundantly—is the essen fla! business of 
the experiment stations. the agricultural 
journals and the farmers’. institutes of

Answer—It is quite evident that both | 
of your cows died of parturient apoplexy, 
commonly known as “milk fever,’’ a fre-, 
quent and often fatal ailment. I send | 
you a bulletin of the Georgia experiment | 
station (Bulletin No. 60), which describes | 
the disease and gives the proper pre- 
ventive measures and the latest mode of. 


treatment in detail. 

If you will permit me to Say, 
strange that men will invest their money . 
in fine cattle and yet not procure up to' 
date books and bulletins that treat of. 
the common diseases of cattle. This/! 
disease rarely attacks a young cow with 
her first or second calf; it is most like- | 
ly to attack a fine animal—a heavy milk- | 
er, of five years or more. Such indi-| 
viduals should be fed on short rations | 
for several weeks before calving, and | 
extra care should be taken to keep the 
bowels in healthy action. If, in spite of 
these cautionary measures, a cow should 
be attacked with the disease very prompt 
resort to the ‘‘air treatment,’ ag de- 
scribed in the bulletin sent you will, in 
most cases, give very prompt relief. 

Doubtless you could have procured the 
information I am now giving you in 
this letter and in the bulletin referred 
to, by writing to the veternmarian of your

STERILIZING COTTON ‘SEED. 

J. G. Richardgon, Greenwood, 8. C.— 
Please admit a small article from a sub- 
scribe? of The Constitution. 1 wish to 
write a few lines in regard to  steriliz- 
ing cotton seed. The benefits to be de- 
rived from it. [I am aware that it has 
been practiced very little with the farm- 
erg Of the south. Cotton seed can 0be 
kept in oiling water from three to five 
minutes, if stirred without injuring the 


germ. Seed so treated will germinate, 
and be up and growing in three days 
before the ground has time to bake on 
them. They will also come up clean; 
no insect eggs to hatch; no microbes or 
germs to attach their teeth to the tender 
root before it gets old enough to with- 
Stand the teeth of the nymph. By ster- 
ilizing the seed you do away with what 
the farmers calls sore skins, big legs, 


crook shank, ete. The farmers of Texas 
and the boll weevil sections should prac- 
tice it, and clean the seed of all weevil 
eggs before planting them, 

A good plan would be to have a tub 
with an augur hole in the bottom, so 
you could draw off the water when de- 
sired. The experiment station could 
make several tests, and find out just 
how long to keep them in boiling water; 
just what degree of heat they will stand. 
Any farmer can test the practice for 
himself. Take, say 1-4 Dushel seed, sub- 
ject them to three and five minutes boil- 
ing water: plant them in a box in.warm 
place, and see if they will sprout. 

Mr. Editor, sterilizing cotton seed has 
been tried with beneficial affect. I only 
wish to convey the idea of ridding the 
seed of the disastrous affects of germ life. 

Comment—I wish Mr. R. had given 
some actual facts in proof of the good 
results from sterilizing cotton seed by 
bolling water. I recall but one disease, 
namely anthracnose of cotton, for which 
scalding the seed has been advised by 
scientists. There are no Texas boil 
weevil eggs in cotton seed.
